Hives should be painted to protect 
them from the weather. It la nsually 
desirable to use white patat to pre- 
vent exeeaslTe heat In the colony hot 
weather. Other light colore are aa^ 
hot It la beat to avoid retf 



Hive 

Generally It Is beet to have eaeh 
hire 00 a separate stand, ^he es- 
tranee shoald be lower thaa any 
other part of the hirm. Stands of 
wood, bricks, tile, eoaereto blocks, or 
any other convenient material will an- 
swer the purpose. The hive should 
be raised above the ground, so that 
the bottom will not rot. It is usually 
not necessary to raise the bive moro 
than a few inches. 

Directions for Manlpulatlona. 

Dees should be handled so that they 
will be little disturbed ta their work. 
As much as possible, stlags aheald be 
avoided durlikg manlpulatioa. TUa la 
true, not se aiaeh beeanae they are 
painfnl to the operator, but beeaaae 
the odor of polaoa wUdt gets lato 
the air Irrttatea the other beee and 
makes them BMie dMteolt to manage. 
For this reason It Is most advlaabia 
to wear a black veil over a wide- 
brimmed hat aad to have a goad 
aoMikar. Otovoa, however, are aanally 
more aa tacoavealaaee thaa other- 
wlae. Oanntlels or' robber 
around the enSS keep the beea 
crawling up the sleeva It la beat te 
avoid black elotblag; alaee that eolor 
seems to ezelto beea; a blaek felt 
bat la eapectally to be avoided. 

Superfloona quick movemento tsad 
to Irrltote the bees. The hive should 
not be Jarred or dicturbed any more 
thaa neeeaaary. Rapid movaaseato 
are oblee tlo a a ble, beeanse with th^ 
peeallar agw straetnre bees probabhr 
perceive metloa more readily than 
they do objeeta. Persons not aoeua- 
tomed to bees, on approaching a hive, 
oftea strOM at bees which fly toward 
them er make sobm quick moveowat 
of tke bead er hand to avoid the sting 
whleb they fear la to follow. Thla 
should aot be doae, (or the rapid 
movement, evaa If aot toward the bee. 
Is far more likely to be followed by 
a sting thaa la remaining quiet

M.'f-sachusetts, .MitUMOO- 
ta. New Jersey, Wisconsin and Wash- 
ington grant subsides ranging from 
$:j.00 to $5.00 per week to such local 
hospitals. Laws prohibiting spitting 
in public places have been enacted 
in more than 20 states.

BEQUEST VAK BY IIYAN. 

Sent to Guantanamo For Pro- 
tection of American Prop- 
erty Oo Island. 

Washington, July 14.— Seven hun- 
dred marines have been ordered as- 
sembled at Guantanamo to l)e-held in 
readiness for ssrvica in Haiti and i 
San Domingo. 

The Navy Department acted at the' 
request of Secretary Bryan, who ask- 
ed that the fleet he prepared to deal 
with any emerRcney that might arise 
on the turljulent little island. The 
marin'>8 will be gathered from those 
now on duty in Mexican waters and 
'rom the marine barracks in Phila- 
delphia and Norfolk. 

At Guantanamo the force will be 
only a day's sail from the north coast 
of Haiti and San Domingo, and their 
proximity is expected to impress up- 
on the revolutionary leaders the de- 
torminntiott of the American Gov- 
ernment to terminate their activities 
by forcible means unless they listen 
to the warnings already given.

The land problem in Australia is 
an im[><irtant one, atid to arnuige for 
closer settlement without breaking 
faith with the pioneer landholders, 
who m'quired large Hn-a.s nn favor- 
ahl<' terniR in tlie early days i.s dilii- 
cvdt.
